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HAMLET AND BRUTUS* 
HE most brilliant star in the firmament of the 
English drama has penetrated with the 
glorious rays of his undying genius, the 
dark, unadorned confines of history and has 
illumined the literary world by his sublime de- 
lineation of character. For nearly four centuries 
two characters have basked in the warm, life- 
giving light of his genius and have, as a result, 
entered into the realm of the ideal world. These 
two characters are Hamlet and Brutus. 

There is but little doubt expressed in the writ- 
ings of all fair minded critics that Shakespeare 
did not intend Brutus to shine out in a more 
heroic light in the tragedy of Julius Caesar than 
Hamlet, in that tragedy of thought named after 
himself. Brutus is the life and soul of the tragedy 
Julius Caesar, while in the tragedy of Hamlet all 
the action, all the plotting and counter- plotting 
centers around the one leading character, Hamlet, 
Prince of Denmark. 

Both Hamlet and Brutus are compelled Lo act 
in matters of great public importance ; both are 
burdened with almost similar duties. Each must 
rise up against a man high in state, against 
whom, in neither case, can the one or the other 
produce legitimate evidence of criminal action. 
Hamlet cannot in public rely on the story of the 
ghost, nor can Brutus prove that Caesar would be- 
come a tyrannical emperor. Hamlet must take 
action against his uncle, his king, the legitimate 
ruler of Denmark ; while Brutus is forced to take 
up arms against a would-be king, a man who was 
his friend, his benefactor, a man, whom he him- 
self loved. 

" If there be any dear friend to Caesar in this assembly, 
To him I say that Brntus' love for Caesar was no less thau 
his." 

In comparison, the Roman and the Dane re- 
semble each other in their characteristics of 
highly learned men. Both were of such a tempera- 
ment that they intensly fed upon the delioioys r e-

pasts of treasured thought. In the midst of the 
fierce storm of war, on the eve of the battle of 
Philippi, in the very heart of night, Brutus, alone 
with his servant boy Lucius, voices his great love 
of profound thought and study : 

" Look, Lucius, here's the book I sought for so, 
I put it in the pocket of my gown." 

How can any man who is not the true lover of 
thought speak thus of books on the eve of the 
day wherein his destiny is to be determined ? As 
for Hamlet, how many times during the course of 
the play do we encounter him entering, either 
reading a book or fondly clasping it in his hands. 
The nobleness of his speech and the sublimity of 
his soliloquies are irrefutable evidences of his 
great love of profound thought and mental 
research. 

It was Brutus' love of moral idealism, his 
characteristic habits of a scholar, his ability 
to deal with the abstract rather than with the 
concrete that rendered him incapable of throwing 
off the burden of the horrible duty imposed upon 
him. It was Hamlet's excess of the reflexive 
tendancy, his excessive argumentative color of 
mind that rendered him a man possessed of a will 
unstable in execution. It was this which caused 
him to alternate between spells of mental in- 
activity and fits of unbridled and excited energy. 
This was the force which impelled him to con- 
sider his own ideas as more valuable than his 
acts. This disqualified him for playing the part of 
the man of action which the story of the ghost 
demanded. 

Here the parallel characteristics of the Patri- 
cian Roman and Danish Prince end. In the con* 
trast of the two characters many points present 
themselves, some clearer and far more distinguish- 
able than the rest. The most notable point 
wherein the two stand in the greatest and most 
direct contrast is in their contemplation of man in 
general ; the one, who places an almost infinite 
faith in all mankind ; the other, who in contradis- 
tinction is characterised by a complete distrust of 
all human nature. The character of Brutus 
being of so clear and perspicuous a type, is 
marked by the flower of fidelity. He himself 
knows that, when man places a trust in him, that 
confidence will remain with him alone. Because 
lie himself judges his cause to be just and hon- 
orable, he cherishes the opinion that all Rome 
Will look upon it in the same light<£PndL with the

same unprejudiced eye ; because his fellow-ccn- 
spirators could trust him and did trust him, his 
ideal knowledge of the golden rule prompted him 
to place all confidence in them and he trusted 
them. But he completely disregarded the well- 
established fact, that the better the cause, the 
smaller its chances of success when advocated by 
unprincipled men. Not one of those conspirators 
in league with Brutus was bound up in the plot 
against Caesar for the same cause that Brutus 
was ; but Brutus, ignorant of their real principles 
and motives, trusted them all alike implicitly. 

Hamlet, on the other hand, is cognizant of the 
frailty and weakness of human nature ; he knows 
that to every cause'there are always two sides ; 
that all men do not think and believe wholly in 
accordance with the idealist. He recognizes the 
justice of his cause against the king, but he also 
realizes that those in close communion both with 
himself and with the king, will not look upon his 
cause in the same light as he himself regards it. 
His proximity to the life at court was instru- 
mental in teaching him of the fickleness of those 
courting royal favor ; he cannot place any trust 
in them and preferes to run his course single- 
handed, rather than confide in those men whom he 
completely distrusts. The court followers, the 
king and his crafty counsellor, Polonius, all 
regard Hamlet as a melancholy recluse ; they are 
highly suspicious of his thoughts and actions and 
watch his every movement with the piercing eye 
of a falcon, while they regard all his different 
moods with the scrutiny of a crouching mountain 
lion ready to snatch his evening meal. Hamlet 
himself is in no respect ignorant of their side 
glances of suspicion ; he feels the deep scrutiny 
to which he is subjected ; he knows that not one 
of them has any faith in him. Using all these 
facts as data for a mental calculation he seems to 
form a conclusion by asking himself this question: 
44 If all these people have no faith in me, if they 
take it upon themselves to watch my every move- 
ment so closely, why should I place any trust in 
them, whose motives and characters are as plainly 
inscribed on the records of my mind as the Ten 
Precepts of the Almighty were on the huge 
tablets of stone?" Throughout the action of 
the play we find him acting in accordance with 
this conclusion, always distrusting and always 
suspicious ; even as in the tragedy of Julius 
Caesar, we find Brutus always trusting and seldom 
if ever suspicious. 



Such is the greatest point in which the two 
differ so strongly and stand in the most direct 
contrast. To glance into these qualities which 
further discriminate the one from the other, it 
will be best to consider each character separately. 

The Brutus of Shakespeare, considered in the 
garb of a private citizen, is delineated as a man 
leading a pure and stainless life. His character 
is filled to overflowing with beauty, sweetness 
and delicacy. His noble characteristics gush forth 
from his elevated soul as the turbulent waters of 
a wild and raging cataract, each striving to pre- 
sent itself to the world in greater prominence 
than the rest. He is the true man, robed in the 
spotless garment of those virtues which warm 
and captivate the soul. 

As a man, Brutus is possessed of a tenderness 
of heart and gentleness of soul which alone are 
sufficient to enroll his name in indelible characters 
in the category of noble, upright men. He can 
run all hazards, can risk all dangers but his heart 
recoils at the mere thought of any cruel, uncalled- 
for action. Brave, rough, and stern as Brutus is, 
he cannot roughly rouse a sleeping boy : 

" Thiaia a aleepy tone, — O mnrderoua dumber 
Lay'st thou thy leaden mace upon my boy, 
That plays thee innate? Gentle knave, good night ; 
I will do thee to much a wrong to wake thee : 
If thou dost nod, thou breakest thy instrument ; 
I'll take it from thee, and, good knave, good night'* 

What gentleness and tenderness is here ex- 
pressed. He can not rouse this innocent boy 
who, although wearied by long hours of service, 
dutifully obeyed his master and sang for him 'till 
the balmy angel of sleep kissed his tired eyes and 
led him peacefully into the realm of dreams. 
How many other men in those times would have 
been so considerate of a mere servant-boy ? But 
Brutus was not like other men ; he had a heart, a 
tender, loving heart, a heart far too tender for the 
world in which he moved. 

The love which sprang from the heart of 
Brutus shone out as brilliant as a flaring meteor 
and as pure as the downy crystals of nature's 
winter garb. All this magnificent affection cen- 
tered itself around that noble woman who was his 
dutiful wife, in whom he could place all con- 
fidence. She loved her lord and husband pas- 
sionately and with all the affection her gentle 
woman's heart was capable of pouring forth. 
Brutus' love for Portia was no less than her 
affection for him, as he himself so frankly tells 
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" Yon are my true and honorable wife ; 
As dear to me a* the ruddy drops 
That visit my sad heart. 9 1 

The deepest grief results from the most affec- 
tionate love. Profound grief knows not many 
words ; it is that grief pent up within the soul, 
the grief which cannot ease itself by flow of 
tears or open lamentation. Such is the sorrow 
and grief with which Brutus becomes filled when 
informed of gentle Portia's sudden end. 

" O ! Cassins, I am sick with many griefs. 

No man bears sorrow better. Portia is dead. Portia is dead.* 1 



These simple yet forceful words mark one of the 
most sublime passages of the play, and bespeak 
the grandeur and completeness of Brutus' love. 

The character of Brutus possesses a charm 
which illumines the darkness and depths of de- 
ception. All his words, all his actions, bespeak 
the sincerity clothed within his being. On all 
questions he weighs the good and the evil, forms 
his own conclusion, and acts only in accordance 
with the promptings of his own heart. So in 
public life Brutus acts on the impulse of his own 
ideas, giving little or no consideration to results 
or surrounding conditions ; he acts merely as a 
theorizer, as an idealist. As a result all his 
public career is a series of practical mistakes ; but 
still we cannot fail to admire him, even while 
erring, for he follows the dictates of his own con- 
science and the course which he judges to be 
right. Being so constituted, Brutus was wholly 
unqualified to meddle in the affairs of state, in 
affairs which it was entirely impossible for him 
to understand ; yet we find him committing the 
greatest of all his public mistakes, we find him 
acting as the leader of a conspiracy against a 
man clothed in the purple robes of state, a man 
who was his bosom companion, even his benefactor. 

At heart Brutus was the true, the ideal pat- 
riot. The godess at whose shrine he worshipped 
was the Republic of Rome, the great, free republic, 
the old Rome which was the glory of his heart 
and of the hearts of all true Romans. If mortal 
man threatened to disrupt or destroy his 
goddess, that mortal man was destined to an early 
death. So it was with Caesar, and great Caesar 
fell ! It was Brutus' patriotism that led him into 
the fold of the conspirators, but what misplaced 
patriotism— nevertheless it was this which urged 
him to the dagger and caused him to decide that ; 



44 It must be by his death ; and for my part, 
I know no personal cause to spurn at him, 
But for the general. He would be crowned : 
How that might change his nature ; there's the question. 

But 'tis common proof 

That lowliness is young ambition's ladder, 

Whereto the climber-upward turns his face ; 

But when he once attains the upmost round, 

He then unto the ladder turns his back, 

Looks into the clouds, 

Scorning the base degrees 

By which he did ascend. So Caesar may : 

Then lest he may, prevent." 

Such are the reasons why Brutus became the most 
ardent in the cause against Caesar. 

There is something mysterious and inexplicable 
in the nature of Brutus, something which borders 
on the determining characteristics and qualities 
of the Stoic. At no time nor in any place do we 
find him giving himself over to emotion or agita- 
tion, but he is " semper et ubique " of the same 
calm and unruffled surface, marked by the same 
indifference to all surrounding circumstances. 
Were many a man in Brutus' position, when it 
became expedient for him to address the rabble 
and endeavor to convince the Roman populace of 
the justice of his cause against Caesar, it would be 
wholly impossible for that man to restrain his 
emotion at such a vital moment and in such a 
crisis of affairs. In what a calm and dispassionate 
manner does Brutus address them: 44 Romans, 
countrymen, and lovers, hear me for my cause." 
Without the slightest tremor of emotion, save 
only that of sincerity, he proceeds calmly and de- 
liberately in the deliverance of his defensive 
oration. Later in the play, when the affairs of 
Brutus have reached such a crisis that only ruin 
and blank failure openly stare him in the face, 
with the calmness and fortitude of the Stoic he 
prefers to die, to end his earthly existence rather 
than return in disgrace to the home of his youth. 
Without the least sign of fear or inward emotion 
he is the instrument that sends himself into the 
hereafter. In what a calm and matter-of-fact 
wjiy does he approach Strato with the request : 

Hold then my sword, and turn away thy face 
While I do run upon it."

RT. REV. E. M. DUNNE, DJX/82, BISHOP OF 
PEORIA, ILL. 

In the consecration September 1st of Rt. Rev. 
E. M. Dunne, D. D., '82, to the episcopal see of 
Peoria, 111., another of Niagara's sons honors his 
Alma Mater. 

It was in 1879 that Edmund Michael Dunne 
took up his studies at Niagara, beginning in the 
fall of that year sophomore work in the Arts 
College. Three years later, in the class of '82, 
he was graduated with the degree A.B. The 
following autumn, as noted in the Index of Nov. 
15th, 1882, he went abroad to begin the study of 
theology at the Seminaire de Floreffe, Belgium. 
His subsequent studies were persued at the 
Univertity of Louvain, Innsbruck and Rome, 
where, even after ordination, he continued his 
studies and received his degrees. 

Returning to America the young priest entered 
upon his sacerdotal labors in Chicago, his native 
city, where later he was appointed pastor of St. 
James' Church. At the time of his selection as 
Ordinary of the See of Peoria, he was the efficient 
and learned chancellor of the metropolitan see of 
Chicago. 

Bishop Dunne was consecrated Sept. 1st in the 
Holy Name Cathedral, Chicago, in the presence 
of the Apostolic Delegate, three archbishops, 
fifteen bishops, six hundred priests and an 
immense concourse of the laity. The consecra- 
tion was enacted amid a scene of magnificent 
splendor and solemnity. The Most Rev. Apostolic 
Delegate, together with Rt. Rev. J. Jenssen, 
D.D., and Rt. Rev. P. J. Muldoon, D.D., imposed 
hands, and during the singing of the "Veni 
Creator Spiritus" the Apostolic Delegate an- 
ointed with the holy chrism. The beautiful and 
expressive ceremonies prescribed by the ritual for 
the consecration of a bishop were carried out in 
all their integrity, presenting an inspiring scene 
to the great body of the faithful who were in at- 
tendance. The services were brought to a close 
by Rev. D. J. Riordon, pastor of St. Elizabeth's 
Church, who delivered the sermon of the occasion, 
and who had also preached at Father Dunne's 
first solemn mass twenty-three years ago. 

The new Bishop of Peoria is a worthy successor 



to that grand old man, Archbishop Spaulding, 
whose writings and life have done so much in the 
last thirty years for the Church and the people in 
this country. Generous, frank, manly, alert, 
keen, gifted with a phenominal amount of admin- 
istrative ability, a man of brains, a deep student, 
a literary man of distinct ability, a fluent speaker 
of Latin, Greek, French, Spanish, Italian, Polish 
and Modern Greek, Bishop Dunne has all the 
equipment that make for success in the important 
post in which his efforts will henceforth be 
expended. 

In the name of his Alma Mater, where were 
sown the seeds of that broad and liberal learning 
which now adorns him ; and in the name of 
Niagara's Faculty, and her past and present 
student body, the Index begs to express hearty 
and most sincere congratulations to this, her 
latest recipient of episcopal honors, and to wish 
him in his new life a larger success even than has 
hitherto crowned his efforts, and many years in 
which to labor for the Master. 



THE CURRICULUM 

Most prominent among the many important 
changes that promise great things for Niagara's 
future is her present enlarged scope of instruc- 
tion. The zeal, ability, and deep insight of the 
Faculty have been bent on the revision and per- 
fection of the various courses of studies, so as to 
insure greater efficiency and thoroughness to the 
student. So well has this difficult task been ac- 
complished that nothing is wanting in the High 
School, Collegiate, Commercial or Scientific 
Departments. 

Specifically we might mention the fact that the 
the science course leading to B. S. has been 
lengthened by the addition of a year. This was 
found expedient after the most careful examina- 
tion. In both the Classical and Latin Science 
courses an extra period of mathematics has been 
inaugurated. This enables the student to com- 
plete his mathematics as well as his classic and 
modern language in his sophomore year, leaving 
him free to devote himself exclusively, in Jiis 
junior and senior years, to logic methaphysics, 
ethics and studies of higher English. The Com- 
mercial Department has likewise been streng- 
thened in a marked degree, and the student in 
this course will, after his two years' work, find * 
himself fully equipped to cope with the demands 
of modern business life. 

To meet the urgent needs incurred by these 
improvements, it was found necessary to place 
five additional members on the teaching staff. 
The men selected are most competent to discharge 
the duties assigned them. If system and equip- 
ment count for anything, Niagara has educa- 
tional advantages equaled by few and surpassed 
by no institution in our land today. 
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OBITUARY 

Mr. Joseph B. Egan, '09. 

A gloom of sincere sorrow lowered upon each of us, 
darkening the bright vacation hour, when the sad news 
reached us of the death of our dear friend, Mr. Joseph B. 
Egan, '09. The death of one who was joined to us by all the 
ties that unite fellow students, of one with whom we have 
lived as a brother in our college home, touches the tenderest 
chord of the human heart, even when protracted illness pre- 
pares us to meet the sad blow. 

Joe's life was one that evidenced a continual preparatiou to 
meet his God with love and confidence. During his five years 
stay at Niagara we who had the happiness of knowing him, 
found him an exemplary student, studious, affable and 
devoted to his God. Always calm and serene he went about 
bringing sunshine and happiness every-where. His life and 
actions proved that the seeds of virtue and holiness which 
were early implanted in his soul had fallen upon fertile soil 
and had increased and multiplied with rapidity. 

Our late companion was never of a robust constitution, but 
until about a year ago enjoyed comparatively good health. 
Toward the latter part of October last it was noticed that he 
was failing in health, and when the time for returning after 
the Christmas vacation arrived he was obliged to stay at 
home. In quest of health he journeyed to Greylock Rest in 
the Adirondack Mountains, where he remained for about a 
month. Prom there he went to a cottage owned by his 
family at Rackett Lake, at which place he remained until a 
few days before his demise, which occurred at Troy on 
Thursday, August 5th. On the Monday following he was 
buried from St Peter's Church, Troy. The remains were 
carried by eight of his friends who were fellow students with 
him at Niagara. There were also many other Niagara men 
present, among whom was Rev. M. P. English, who officiated 
at the grave. 

To the parents and bereaved family upon whom the blow 
has fallen, to those who have devoted the chief object of their 
love to the service of God in the holy ministry and anxiously 
looked forward to the day that woild fill the measure of their 
earthly happiness, when they would behold him as God's 
anointed "offering the sacrifice for the propitiation of the 
people," we, in the name of the Faculty, Alumni and 
student body, tender sincerest condolences. 



Rev. James O'Connor, LL.D., '67. 

The Rev. James O'Connor, LL.D,, '67, pastor of St. 
Patrick's Church, of Seneca Falls, died at St. Mary's 
Hospital in Rochester Tuesday morning at 5 o'clock, after an 
illness extending over several years. The cause of his death 
was paralysis. Father O'Connor was born in Scottsville 
April 9th, 1844, and received his early education in the public 
schools of that village, and later prepared for the priesthood 
in Niagara University. He was ordained by Bishop Timon in 
1867, being the last priest ordained by that venerable prelate. 

The deceased was a devout and noble priest, broad in his 
views of humanity, a true minister of religion, intense in his 
devotion to his church, loyal to its requirements and faithful 
to its people in every emergency. He was a man of the 
highest standard of personal honor, gracious and refined in 
his bearing, courteous and considerate to all. As an 
alumnus of Niagara the spirit of loyalty always characterized 



his relationship with her. He realized the great work wrought 
in him through the ennobling influence of his Alma Mater ; 
and, consequently, felt it a grave duty to encourage her in 
every possible way. His heart and mind were in her work 
and his pocket-book was always at her disposal. He never 
tired in taking an active part in her affairs, especially along 
financial lines, by encouraging others to contribute their 
mite in her behalf. The life of Father O'Connor was an 
inspiration and a benediction, and his memory will be 
tenderly cherished. 



Mr. James F. Mulligan, '06. 

On the morning of July 13th James F. Mulligan, '06, was 
summoned to render an account of his earthly career. He 
had just entered on his nineteenth year when death came in 
answer to a call of acute indigestion which had defied 
medical aid. 

During the short span of his mortal existence, he managed 
to win a high place in the estimation of those who understood 
the sincerity and nobleness of his character and the sound 
judgments of his evenly balanced mind. His cheerful per- 
sonality won for him a place in the hearts of both young and 
old. With a college education for a foundation, James 
intended to fit himself for the legal profession. The future 
entertained bright prospects for him, and he seemed anxious 
to go ahead in order to realize the fruition of his hopes. But 
alas, this was not to be. An all wise Providence had other 
things in store and consequently called him away. 

He leaves behind him to mourn his loss a mother, two 
sisters, Catherine a .d Evelyn, and three brothers, John, 
George and Hugh. His funeral was conducted with all the 
appropriate ceremonies of the Church. Interment was made 
in ML Olivet Cemetery, where his father has been at rest for 
the past decade. May he ever be to us who knew him a dear 
remembrance of a true Christian young man. 

Rev. Andrew O'Reilly, '63. 

The Rev. Andrew O'Reilly, '63, first assistant priest at St. 
Mary's Catholic Church, Yonkers, died from cancer of the 
throat. He had been ill for two years. The deceased was 
born in the County of Clare, Ireland, 72 years ago. While 
a mere boy he came to America. He devoted himself to the 
pursuit of knowledge, and in 186 1 was graduated from St. 
Francis College. Two years later he was ordained by Bishop 
Timon of Buffalo, with the approval of Niagara University, 
where he had completed his higher studies. His first charge 
was St. Patrick s Church in Newburg. Later on he or- 
ganized a parish at Middle town. In 1873 he was obliged to 
retire from aetive work owing to poor health. On his re- 
covery he resumed the duties of assistant pastor at St. 
Mary's Church, where he remained up to the time of his 
death. 

With the love thst casteth out fear, Father O'Reilly relied 
on the goodness of his heavenly Master in the great conflict 
of life. 

Rev. Dennis A. Leyden, CM. 

The death of Rev. Dennis A. Leyden, C. M., which 
occurred August 21st at Perrysville, Mo., removes one of the 
best known of Niagara's older professors. Born in 1832, in 
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l &53 *t the age of twenty-one he was graduated from college 
summa cum laude. He immediately associated himself with 
the Congregation of the Mission, in which community he 
spent his active and useful life teaching in the colleges of the 
Order for many years, and afterwards doing very effective 
work as a missionary. 

Father Leyden was a native of Canada, born in the historic 
old city of Quebec. At an early age he accompanied his 
parents to Detroit, Mich., where his boyhood and yonth were 
spent. Pour years after his graduation from college, he was 
ordained to the priesthood and some years later took up his 
residence at Niagara where, until 1870, he held chairs in the 
classics and mathematics. Appointed pastor of St. Vincent's 
Church, Germantown, Philadelphia, Father Leyden's 
exceptional ability continued to prove itself in the successful 
administration of that parish, and in the successful erection 
of two beautiful schools — one for boys and one for girls. 
His superiors recognizing his worth, subsequently placed him 
at the head of large churches in Baltimore and cities in 
Illinois. Later he returned to St. Vincent's College, Cape 
Girardeau, Mo., where his high scholarship made him a 
valued acquisition to the Faculty. For the past ten years, on 
account of broken health, Father Leyden has been incapaci- 
tated for active duty. 

His character was of that type so difficult to describe ; 
quiet, unostentatious, thoroughly earnest and effective, 
deeply devout, rich in culture, a scholar in the old school, 
yet unpretending, thoroughly unselfish and conscientiously 
devoted to the great work of his life. 

Rev. John J. Hayden, '65. 

The death of Rev. John J. Hayden, '65, which occurred on 
June 30th, is a sad bereavement to Niagara and his many 
friends. Father Hayden was one of those saintly old gentle- 
men whose personality is an inspiration to right thinking and 
acting people. To spend an hour in his company was a 
blessing in itself and one not easily forgotten. So kind and 
amiable was he that even the lowliest and meanest of men 
could approach him with perfect assurance of a favorable 
hearing. Children held a special place in his generous heart. 
He loved their society and the pleasure of teaching them 
the beautiful lessons of God. His parishioners were also very 
dear to him. He always tried to be a kind and merciful 
father to them. 

The last congregation to be guided by his priestly advice 
was the Sacred Heart parish, Albany. He was appointed to 
this pastorate three years ago, havfng held various charges 
outside of Albany up to this time. During his entire career 
in the priesthood 'he proved himself to be an earnest, self- 
sacrificing, devoted man of God, He feared no one in a 
matter of duty, but pursued his work in a manly, persevering, 
industrious way. In his last moments Father Harden was 
perfectly serene. He placed childlike trust in his all-wise 
and all-powerful Friend — the Friend in whose interests he 
labored so strenously for many long years. 

In this man Niagara loses a friend of rare value. But with 
the hope that is born of real lively faith in God, she may say 
with the poet : 

" Friend ! we've been long together 
Through pleasant and through cloudy weather ; 
'Tis hard to part when friends are dear, — 
Perhaps 'twill cost a sigh, a tear ; 
Then steal away, give uttle warning, 

Choose thine own time, 
Say not Good Night, but in some brighter clime 
Bid me Good Morning. 9

AMERICAN invention of all the means for pro- 
moting the welfare of, and, what seems 
paradoxical, degrading and pernicious to the 
social body, is proverbial. But in the fertility and 
even exuberance of that faculty, for creating new 
and highly figurative additions to their language, 
Americans stand par excellence, alone. This may 
be attributed to the desire of change, of novelty, 
of driving off the music of monotony, so distinc- 
tive of the true American character, that, rather 
than be thought lacking in progress, it loses cast 
in the follies of extravagance. The American in 
his energetic and life-long pursuit of the omni- 
potent greenback, has no time for refining his ver- 
nacular, or rendering it chaste and elegant. The 
press, the stage, the social circle, in fact all the 
channels of public intercourse teem with the pert, 
pointed, current sayings of the day. The majority 
of persons in our populous cities, receive with 
avidity and applaud all the light, superficial non- 
sense, that is dressed up in that tawdry garb of 
vulgarity denominated slang. The youth drinks 
in with greedy ear the smart talk of the com- 
panion who draws attention by his swaggering 
display. To be posted on the latest productions 
is considered an infallible mark of being up with 
the age. It amounts to a catastrophe to be 
thought behind it. Past life demands fast lan- 
guage. On the contrary if one delivers himself 
of an elevated sentiment in an elegant manner, a 
look of pretended horror is depicted on every 
countenance. But if persons caught by the tin- 
sel of such diction, would trace its low and vulgar 
source, the offensiveness of its use, and difficulty 
of overcoming its practice, they would shun its 
use and occasion as the most lothsome infection. 
Too often we hear people of refinement and 
station allowing themselves this unworthy 
method of expression. 
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A SKETCH OF AMERICAN LITERATURE 

BY P. V.P. . 

3N sketching the rise of American literature we 
may divide the history into five periods. In 
each period there is a marked predominance of 
some particular branch ; this fact will supply the 
names of the periods, the first of which we will call 
the theological, the second political, third historical, 
fourth fictional, and fifth, the present day, the 
universal, i.e., a period of prominence in the fea- 
tures of the preceding but adding an element of its 
own, the perenuial short story. 

This being a natural division is to us more accept- 
able. Moreover, being natural it conforms not to 
any exact intervals of time. The periods were long 
or short as circumstances swayed. The individual 
periods are not so well defined that the beginning 
and end of each may be precisely dated ; between 
two consecutive periods existed a time of transition 
when neither predominated and it were as easy to 
point out the limits of color in the rainbow as to de- 
fine the length of this transition. Hence we will dis- 
regard dates, unless we mention a particular work or 
author. 

When the; theological .period is mentioned you 
will understand that we do not mean to say that 
theological works are confined to that period ; such 
is not the case, for theological composition has 
flourished and still flourishes, The same is true of 
the work of each, period, for the advent of a new 
element in literature did not predicate the close of 
an old department,, but merely the opening of the 
new. 

The first specimens of. American literature were 
theological and of these, specimens only those hail- 
ing from New England remain, though Pennsyl- 
vania and Virginia also had defenders of their local 
creeds. 

The religious disturbances of the 16th century 
had in them one grain of improvement : true, they 
armed man against man, caused endless cruelty and 
vandalism, but they also caused religion to become a 
reality of everyday life, and, moreover, a very im- 
portant part. Doubtless among the sectaries many 
were hypocrites, many though deluded were sincere, 
and to these religion was more than a passing fancy, 
more than a convenient sentiment that might be 
donned or doffed at pleasure. It was not by the 
sway of mere sentiment that bard-headed, practical 
Puritans and covenanters were induced to leave 
their homes to seek an abode in the wilder- 
ness. To these men their faith was their all. Hence 
very naturally when books were written by them 



they were theological tractates, explanations of their 
faith and defences of their doctrines. In season and 
out of season they thought of their faith, talked of 
it, explained it, preached it and fought for it. 
Paramount was their faith. 

As no doubt you will surmise, the character of 
these treatises varied immensely according to the 
character of the authors. New England tracts por- 
trayed the hard-headed Puritans relegating to perdi- 
tion all non-Puritans, reserving the place of honor 
in Satan's domain to Romanists and Jesuits. The 
Church of Rome, as the scarlet woman, was the 
choicest morsel of Puritan polemic gourmands. 
Quaker theology of Pennsylvania advocated toler- 
ance and passive resistance, i.e., they would not 
kill their brother nor drive him forth violently, but 
they would ostracize him and permit him to live. In 
Maryland the Catholics put forth the glad hand and 
welcomed everybody who promised to behave 
decently. 

Many of the colonies for more than a century had 
very little intercourse with the outside world, so 
nothing occurred to ruffle the tenor of their re- 
ligious thoughts. True, there were occasional 
troubles with the Indians, but these only served as 
fuel to their fervor. Nothing supplied to them a 
new subject of interest until the last quarter of the 
century. 

When England, the mother country of many col- 
onists, grew too exacting, the colonists began to 
think of their relations to the home country and to 
their neighbors. Thus political writing sprung into 
vogue ; local haranguing was supplemented by 
pamphlet writing ; men wrought exhaustive treatises 
and appeals to the home government, their rejection 
was followed by the war of independence. The 
successful issue of the war found the colonists in a 
new, anomalous position : much was to be done to 
put the government in working order, the readiest 
and most satisfactory means was by writing in the 
public papers. Hence the vast amount of political 
editorials while our government, forming, was in a 
tentative state. As real literary productions we may 
cite the writings and speeches of Hamilton, J. Q. 
Adams and Jefferson . The course of political literature 
is long and brilliant, as beacons along its path shine 
Clay, Webster, Taney and Blaine. The Congress- 
ional Records contain many a masterpiece of speech- 
making. 

When the government was settled in smooth 
running order the citizens took the opportunity of a 
short rest. But it was short, indeed, for some pry- 
ing individual discovered that his country had bee* 
making history, and he forthwith, through the press, 
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made his discovery public. History writing became 
fashionable, young ladies carried their little note- 
books and read pleasing historical sketches at their 
select little teas, but happily most of this puerile 
nonsense is lost. An occasional specimen of these 
sketches furnishes interesting details about the char- 
acter and personal appearance of noted individuals, 
hence they are not an unmixed evil. Prom the vast 
supply of matter to hand, men like Sparks and Ban- 
croft have made histories, models of their style. 

The text of some of our histories is unfortunately 
blurred by shadows of prejudice, this excepted, they 
are excellent. The narratives are generally very 
accurate, the philosophical remarks anent the course 
of events are alone at fault. It is often alleged by 
Englishmen that our historians lack respect when 
speaking of England, refusing her the reverence due 
a mother country. But to us this is not strange, for 
naturally a child does not love a brutal step-mother. 
Some of our continental acquaintances continually 
charge us with bragging, overestimating the strength 
and progress of our country. We may dismiss this 
arraignment lightly, for folks who imagine that the 
noble red man still roams wild and free among the 
rocks and shanties of Harlem, and that shots glanc- 
ing from the crumbling ruins of Atlantic City would 
ricochet in the Rocky Mountains are evidently not 
competent judges of the truth of our histories. 

When business was finished people naturally 
turned to pleasure. A new demand was formulated 
and speedily supplied. Time hung heavily on the 
hands of many and in the hours of idleness, novels 
were written. 

Legends and tales innumerable clustered around 
the first foundations of the new world, the note- 
books of the travellers in the West and the South- 
west furnished marvellous accounts of adventure, 
talcs of personal daring and prowess in our four wars 
supplied ample material for first-class novels. The 
pity is that this rich treasury is practically un- 
touched. True, there is a host of novelettes, short 
stories, many of them good, exceedingly good, but 
their drain on such a vast wealth of materials is im- 
perceptible. The controversial and the doctrinal 
novel have seen their day. Elsie Venner is now for- 
gotten. The scientific novel is now subsiding. The 
sensational and weakly sentimental are now in their 
zenith. The lily-livered chap and his anaemic 
sweetheart who lacked physical ability to brush her 
own teeth, have retired in favor of the football 
player and the new woman. 

The latest successful work, Hugh Wynne 'has de- 
veloped an historical taste in the novel palate. A 
taste to us most reasonable and laudable, incompar- 



ably superior to the foolish craving for shilly-shally 
nonsense, that is as beneficial to the mind as the 
foam of a sedlitz powder is to the body. A taste 
that should be fostered and cultivated, for the child 
who is thoroughly acquainted with the tradition of 
his country will know its history and will become a 
patriotic man. 

The short story, a development, not an invention 
of the present age, is now in its prime. True, it is 
not a perfect specimen, but it is very valuable for 
portraying the mind of the present generation. The 
size of a volume is no longer a recommendation. 
Verbosity does not purchase popularity for an 
author. Every man is free to tell his tale, but he 
must use as few words as possible. A padded work 
may pass successfully for one or two editions, but it 
will not become a popular book. Folks have no time 
to read a description of a place with which they are 
already familiar, nor have they the patience to 
struggle through the long-drawn, dulcet gush of a 
red-headed heroine. The consequence is a narration 
in which indicative sentences outnumber relative 
clauses ; a fairly readable specimen of English. 

Theological literature of the present is represented 
on one side by the late Dr. McCosh and companions, 
and on the other side by innumerable Catholic 
writers, who attacked the dear old gentleman and 
drove himself and his associates to their last impreg- 
nable defense, the bulwarks of which were prejudice 
cemented by pride, the artillery personal insult. 
Many of these productions are, their language alone 
considered, all that can be desired. They sadly 
want logic and arrangement. 

Historical works good, bad and indifferent are 
rife. The principal efforts in this line are made to 
produce compendiums and biographies. We sadly 
need a man who can lend sufficient color to present 
events to make their recital interesting in book form. 
Besides we are kept well informed of the pass of 
events through that thoroughly American organ, the 
newspaper. 

There is at present no need of writing bulky 
political tomes, for in the morning edition of our 
popular newspapers the policy of party or nation 
may be proclaimed to the world. Yet would an 
author perpetuate his opinions he has free access to 
the press, and in passing be it said that this freedom 
is generously used .

When a new demand arose the post 
supply did not cease, so that now, when we demand 
a varied supply, it is at our hand. 
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The Faculty announces with a deep sense of ap- 
preciation and gratitude the foundation of a 
44 Perpetual Burse" for the College Department, 
by Mr. P. J. Menahan, of Brooklyn, N. Y. The 
Burse is established for the purpose of educating 
young men for the Priesthood. 

This worthy gentleman, while he would dis- 
claim any such thing, deserves the public recogni- 
tion such as is afforded by the pages of our col- 
lege journal, and we gladly bear testimony to his 
practical zeal and charity in the matter of 
Catholic education, and particularly to his love 
for the noble cause that leads to the altar as 
44 ministers of God, and ambassadors of Christ," 
those whom lack of the world's goods sometimes 
prevents. 

We cannot resist the temptation to say an ad- 
ditional wurd in this connection since the dona* 
tion of Mr. Menahan furnishes the apt occasion 
and text. Catholic colleges have very few 
44 Foundations," 44 Burses," or 44 Scholarships," 
while the non-Catholic colleges count them by 
hundreds. Why is this ? Is it that Catholics are 
less zealous for the spread of Catholic education 
than non-Catholics are for the advancement of 
discipline and culture with God and the soul ig- 
nored and rejected ? Or, is it merely that our 
Catholics do not know of such excellent means of 
co-operating in the work of higher Catholic 
education ? We wish to believe it is the latter, 
and we do actually believe. In the marvellous 
advancement made in our institutions of higher 
learning, Catholics are apt to forget, or perhaps 
they do not know, the struggles and energies that 
are the 44 cost " of the progress made despite so 
many odds. They never hear appeals in their 
churches for the support of these higher schools, 



though they are generous contributors to the 
elementary education given in our parochial 
schools. The amount of tuition paid in Catholic 
Colleges is altogether inadequate ty support them 
and to allow them to keep pace with the de- 
mands of education and culture as they present 
their ideals today. In all cases, Catholic College 
Faculties have pitched their aims and aspirations 
high ; energies and lives are consecrated to the 
work, and a full appreciation of the requirements 
of modern and ancient phases of education is felt 
and jealously guarded. 

Thus, in professing our appreciation of Mr. 
Menaban's generous gift to 44 Our Lady of 
Angels," we are presumptious enough to hope 
that his example will be followed by other 
Catholics whom God has blessed with the means 
of promoting higher Catholic education.

Men of today boast of the present era as being 
an age of startling material progress. In the 
race for advancement the American people stand 
in the foremost rank. But is their history to be 
a repetition of that of the Cainites of old who 
likewise became materially great, but degenerated 
so morally that the Creator repented that He had 
made man ? 

Have we not more than a little cause for alarm 
in view of the increasing tendency towards in- 
decent theatrical exhibitions and divorce, the 
growing circulation of "yellow " journalism, and 
above all, in such disgraceful incidents as that 
which occurred recently at Vassar Institute, 
Poughkeepsie ? 

It almost surpasses belief that people of sup- 
posedly high education and culture could sit in 
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unprotesting silence through the course of a re- 
volting lecture openly advocating the abolition of 
the marriage bond, and the exercise of unre- 
strained free love ; yet this is exactly what they 
did at Vassar Institute on the occasion of the 
lecture entitled "Education and Life," de 1 ivered 
there by Charles Zueblin, ex-professor of Chicago 
University. The vile nature of the address is 
evidenced by the fact that as soon as its substance 
was made known to the public of Poughkeepsie, 
the Rev. Father Sheahan of that city promptly 
denounced the 44 filthy proposals' 1 of the lecturer 
as 44 a plea for the abolition of the commandment 
4 Thou shalt not commit adultery ' " and 44 an in- 
sult to all the people of the city." 

Professor Zueblin's lecture is but a fair sample 
of the pernicious teachings prevalent in some of 
our leading American Universities and colleges, 
as evidenced from time to time in lectures and 
opinions publicly expressed, and in articles such 
as that which was written some time ago for the 
Cosmopolitan Magazine by Harold Bolce, wherein

dards ; that there are holier alliances without the 
marriage bond than within it." If such Godless 
and demoralizing principles are permitted to be 
poured into the ready ears of our future citizens, 
business men, and statesmen, in their quest for 
the knowledge which is to direct them through 
life, how can we dare to hope for politics that 
bear the least semblance of being clean, or for 
national stability founded upon the unity of 
family against which, the doctrines just quoted are 
in a great measure aimed? It is bad enough when 
moral filth is flaunted on the stage before the 
eyes of people seeking to be amused, but when it 
is perniciously instilled into the mind of the 
American youth in places professedly devoted to 
the dispensing of the bread of intellectual and 
moral life, the American people, as an enlighten- 
ed. Christian people, should adopt efficacious 
means to exterminate the foul springs from which 
issue these fetid streams of moral contamination. 



A PLEA FOR THE CLASSICS 

The number of wholesome, instructive books 
extant is comparatively small ; the number of 
classics is small ; and the number of either, 
which we can find time to read, much 



less to study, is still smaller. Granted these 
premises, why not read the best ? Why frown 
upon the world's best in literature ? Why turn 
our backs upon the old authors, the interpreters 
of the heart, for the airy and imaginative up-to- 
date prints. One argument, or rather one ex- 
cuse, is sometimes suggested ; namely, the notion 
that in our reading, as in everything else, we 
must be modern. This is a most grievous error, 
for in what are the modern superior to the older 
writers ? Has the human soul evolved new 
powers ? Have we of today patented new pass- 
ions ? Have our faculties essentially changed ? 
We may safely answer these questions in the 
negative. Is the difference then in thought ? ' Is 
not thought the same whether expressed in the 
symbolism of the beginnings, in the rude char- 
acters of later ages, or in the elegant script of the 
moderns? Yes, thought is the same, and the 
44 thinking " process is the same, for the human 
soul is substantially unchanged. The modern 
writer in general, can be said, almost, to live on 
the tread-mill of hurry and change. The trend 
of our age is not conducive to deep thought, and 
since thought is necessary to evoke thought, our 
present-day compositions but faithfully mirror the 
spirit of the time. On the other hand the writers 
in the backward years were heirs to a quietude 
of soul, within the shadow of which thej r were 
able to grasp and interpret the fleeting emotions 
which were born deep within them. So, in all 
fairness we must acknowledge that the legacy of 
classic lore, to which our century has fallen heir, 
is equal to, in literary excellence, if not far 
superior, to the literary creations of today. 

Our conclusion is evident. We have titled our 
remarks 44 A Plea for the Classics." That was 
our first and it will be our last word. The great 
minds are bound by a chain of thought which ran 
down through the centuries. A Cicero studied at 
the feet of a Homer ; a Milton and a Dante found 
the key of their genius in a Cicero. The flood- 
gates of genius of a Shakespeare were opened only 
after secret studious communion with the Master 
Minds, who preceded him. So it must be with 
us. The precious thought-seeds matured in the 
fertile mind of a Shakespeare must be gathered, 
one by one, and planted deep in our awakening 
intellects. Of course we do not inveigh against 
all modern works. We speak in general terms 
only. Some acquaintance with writers of our day 
is necessary. Our purpose is to place these worn 
truths before you that their recollection may in- 
spire you to form a trusting and close friendship 
with one or several of the time-honored authors. 
It was from a constant study of Shakespeare that 
James Russel Lowell developed his great power of 
thought and expression. Let us 44 go and do 
likewise."

The Thielensian has been barking at the Index for a long 
time. In our issue of November ist we addressed a few 
words to the mongrel. Since then so many inquiries from 
valued exchanges have reached us asking who or what this 
Thielensian may lie, that we that we owe it to the cause 
of truth aud our own reputation to publish a modest expose 
o f the Thiel rag. limiting ourselves to an examination of the 
above reprini taken from the Christmas number.

It 
professes to be edited by students of Thiel College, but its 
claim to being a college organ may be one of its numerous 
delusions. 

Freddie's mental calibre and gentlemanly intuitions may be 
fairly estimated from the terms in which he begins his tirade: 

It has always 
been characteristic of ignorance and incompetence to resort to 
vulgar epithets. Such epithets contain no argument ; they 
prove nothing except the author's impotent rage and his lack 
of invective as evidenced by his constant recurrence to those 
two lone names.

Allow us to present yon a few good 
onea to be used at your own indiscretion. How would " red- 
headed, big - fisted Irishmen " appeal to your sense of 
sarcasm? Or suppose yon call us "scar-faced devils" or 
" cowl-pated monks," for a change. You might refer to the 
Indbx as the official organ of the Chimney-sweeps* Union. 
Together with your own original two, that list would con- 
stitute a vocabulary of irresistable humor. Thiel would 
idolize you.

That is certainly a laudable ambition, and if there is any- 
one on earth who knows, by personal and experimental 
knowledge, what a "crack-brained idiot" is, Freddie 
Webber is the one. But the poor old world will, we fear, 
never be shown. Why, Sonny, our exchange list alone is 
larger than your entire circulation. You have taken a big 
contract " to show the world " with yonr circulation of 225 
copies (official figures from newspaper directory) and those 
figures are doubtless padded.

As a matter of fact the Indbx is printed on a better and 
more expensive paper than the Thielensian. We submit a 
correct technical description of the two : The Thielensian is 
printed on what is known to the trade as extra white laid 
book 25 x 38, 60 lbs. to the ream, while the Indbx uses extra 
eggshell book 25 x 38, 60 lbs. to the ream. We can bny the 
Thielensian stock at 4 3-4 cents per lb. The Index stock costs 
5 1-4 cents per lb. Is any comment necessary ?

( Note the Bnaiiah in that sentence.] 

The Thielensian cover, a White Buckeye, is worth 7 3-4 

cents per pound. The Indbx cover, a French Gray, costs 

8 1-4 cents per lb., a half cent higher than Webber's delight. 

And he could not get our grade at the 8 1-4 figure, buying in 

the small retail quantities which would satisfy his circulation 

of 225 copies. As for his knowledge of paper, he couldn't tell 

a 16 lb. safety protective from a 44 lb. flat.

Webber's knowledge of zinc etchings is manifeatlyon a par 

with his expert ignorance of paper. We need not dwell 

on his palpable non-acquaintance with advertisers' ethies in 

holding us accountable for the faulty cuts sent us.

This remark is in the nature of expert testimony, for, as it 
happens, Freddie Webber perpetrates the alleged pictures on 
the Thielensian cover. His Christmas ooze is a window 
through which one looks out upon a landscape in red and 
blue. Three Esquimaux, dressed in red, fill up the fore- 
ground. In the center of the view stands a smoke-house or 
sheep-cote, also painted red, but supplied with a white roof. 
Over the shack is an awful splash with spines radiating in all 
directions, one very large club-like streak reaching down 
into the smoke-house ; the daub is not a bad picture of a 
smashed egg whose contents have spurted to all sides ; and, 
judging from the strong odor of hydrogen sulphide which 
permeates the whole sheet, the egg had reached an advanced 
state of putrefaction. What is the smear supposed to re- 
present? The key is furnished to the puzzle in an inscrip- 
tion. By a violent wrench of the imagination, one is ex- 
pected to transform the three Esquimaux into the wise men 
from the East, the broken egg into the Star of Bethlehem, 
and the smoke-house into the Cave. The whole thing is so 
rotten, it is good. 

But perhaps we can explain how it happened that the 
Thielensian received a particularly poor copy from a typo- 
graphical standpoint. The Indbx classifies its numerous ex- 
changes according to literary worth. There are four divisions. 
In the First Class are the very best. To the Second Class be- 
long those that cannot be rated as top-notchers, but are, 
nevertheless, very good. The Third Class contains the third 
raters — those that may be characterized as amorphous, such 
as St. Vincent's Col. Journa 1 , Gettysburgian, College Chips, 
Spectator, Central Collegian, etc. Finally the Fourth Class 
embraces the rotten, vicious and mongrel publications re- 
presented by The Post Hole Blatter, The Mad Dor's Snarl, 
The Young Eagle, The Bull Frog's Croak, The White Crow, 
Round-Up, THE THIELENSIAN, Echoes from the Pines, 
and The Nuisance. Now, the boy who puts on the mailing 
wrappers, picks out all the misprints, the offsets, the torn, 
mutilated, or otherwise imperfect copies and sends them to 
the Fourth Class exchanges. He takes a great interest in his 
work and performs his duties with a surprising discernment 
of the comparative worthlessness of these fourth raters. He 
is particularly harsh towards freaks. Indeed, we discovered 
once that he was not sending The Thielensian a copy at all.

Instead of criticizing the literary matter, he attacks the 
paper and type, and deduces poor matter. Brilliant logic, that! 
Webber, you evidently have not had that half year of logic 
which your course is supposed to embrace. If you have 
nobody would ever know it.

These statements of Webber* s are quite correct except that 
they are utterly devoid of truth. Every man on the Indbx, 
the Exchange Man included, is a bona fide student Further- 
more, the Indbx has always been edited and controlled by 
students, and by students only. The five men who constitute 
the Indbx staff write everything not bearing signature or 
initials. Contributions from outside the staff are always 
signed by their authors. No member ever remains on the 
staff over three years. The same spirit of our paper, which 
Freddie claims to know for twenty years, is much older than 
that, having presided over Our Table since 1868. Were it 
not that we do not care to sully our journal with the unlovely 
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term, we should apply to Mr. Webber the short, expressive 
word of four letters which his untrue accusations merit for 
him. What makes his conduct more contemptible, he poses 
as such a religious young man, being the author of a poem 
on "Our Risen Saviour,'* and a prose composition headed 
"Three Scenes Prom Our Saviour's Life," and a pious editorial 
last Easter. "Hypocrites" and "whited sepulchres," the 
Saviour said ; we borrow those words to say of Webber that 
he is a hypocrite and a whited sepulchre. For he who de- 
liberately defames his neighbor by publishing a dastardly 
falsehood, and then in order to protect his infamous libel 
against suspicion, puts on the garb of smug and sanctimon- 
ious piety, is a hypocrite, and a hypocrite of the most malignant 
brand.

Your generosity is scarcely 
surpassed by your collosal conceit in presuming that we care 
to ruin our taste by the perusal of your ungratntnatical shot- 
clog. Send it along, by all means. If it proves unfit for an 
oil-can mat, some Halls ragman may be induced to cart it 
away. 

"Acknowledge like a man that you are in wrong and have been 
licked." 

A modest request, surely. " In wrong ! " Shades of slang ! 
Isn't it elegant? " Licked ! " Strange lauguage to find in a 
journal hailing from an institution of supposed culture and 
learning, a college where the humanities hold first place in 
the courses offered.

"queer" the Paranoia Outbreak fast enough without your 
help. Supply yourself with a pail of lime and a whitewash 
brush ; with your knowledge of art, there is no reason why 
you should not go back to Decatur and make a success of 
fence and chicken-coop decorating. Later you might aspire to 
sign painting— Fletcher's Castoria or Duke's Mixture flares.
